we see. commerical av iation compani­ 
es eq uipping airports at great ex­ 
pense ar.d paying taxes on them as 
tfell as on their planes.

ri ers must compote with the b us com­ 
panies, which if they are allowed to 
operate on pub lic highways without 
fair payment for the priv ileges, re­ 
ally are operating on a pub lic sub ­ 


sidy. 
No on® can reasonab ly argue that 
the b us companies merit 
a sub sidy. 
That their b usiness is profitab le is 
attested b y the numb er of companies 
found in the field, and the rapidity 
with which they extend their lines, 
as well as the numb er of passengers 


they carry. 
Three b illion were car­ 


ried last year. 
Because the b us companies hav e 
little other property than their roll­ 
ing stock, a heav y tax must b e 
lev i­ 


ed against them unless they are to 
operate on u sub sidy. 
Their lev y is 
not extended ov er a huge inv estment. 


cerns executiv es. 
His argument that 
years of experience often encourages 


one to do the things in the same way 
day after day with no effort to make 
improv ements is hard to refute. 
Experience may b e of little v alue 
to the indiv idual unless he capitalizes 
it to his b est adv antage. 
Efficiency 


and efficacy are req uired in modern 
b usiness, and the employe, whether 
he is lab orer or executiv e, must pro­ 


duce. 
The man of most experience is not 
always the most efficient, and 
it 
might b e added the one who works 
the longest hours need not necessari­ 
ly do the most work. 
Here again ef­ 
ficiency counts. 
In this day of high­ 
speed 
b usiness 
records and 
effort 
are giv en little consideration b ecause 
they do not appear on the ledger. 
When the young man starts out in 
life, if he is wire he will do more 
than throw 
himself into his 
work 


without regard to 
hours. 
He will 
see that ev ery effort is well directed. 
Long hours, of course, increase one’s 
opportunity to improv e himself, b ut 
as a matter of fact the av erage work­ 
ing day is usually ample to exhaust 
the av erage person’s capab ilities if 


it is utilized as it should b e. 
The 
fellow who spends long hours in the 
in the office does not always learn 
more ab out the b usiness and do more 
for his employer. 
Of course if he 
applies 
his talent and profits from 
experience proportionately eq ual to 
his co-worker with a stricter regard 
for working hours he may b e expect­ 
ed to accomplish more for himself 


and for his 
company. 
Argument 
fav oring 
the 
long 
hours 
may 
b e 
fjund in the fact that the fellow 
who 
works ov ertime 
usually rises 
ab ov e his co-workers. 
Howev er, it 
need not necessarily b e 
the 
long 
hours that accounts for his success. 
Tne fact that he works longer hours 
usually indicates 
an 
unusual 
in­ 


terest in his work and his success in 


it. 
No doub t the person who spends 
stv eral 
hours a day working ov er 
time is, as a rule, applying himself 
b etter and appraising methods and 
results much more closely than the 


so-called clock watcher. 
The same application and attention 


doub tless would hav e almost identi­ 
cal results if the worker spent more 
hours at recreation and attack his 
work with 
more enthusiasm and a 
clearer mind each day. After all, ac­ 
complishment counts these days. Ex­ 
perience, hours, and methods are only 


secondary.

Heretofore sufficient 
aid has been granted to enable the 
schools

months on state and county money, 
and use special tax funds to prolong 
the term as desired. This year the aid 
will be sufficient to run the school 
six and a half months on state and 
county funds, this change being made 
in what was term ed the regular state 
aid law. 
Req uirements for aid for industrial 
courses have been changed this year, 
in that no aid is granted unless the 
school has three teachers. Aid fo r­ 
merly was granted when the school 
employed as many as two teachers. 
Th& supervisor said tha t experience 
has proven tha t a two-teacher school 
cannot give industrial work success­ 
fully. 
Mr. Clark went a t length into aid 
granted for consolidation, discussing 
it under four subdivisions. 
Schools consolidated since Septem­ 
ber 1, 1322, can obtain aid for oper­ 
ating a truck , ha pointed out, pro­ 
vision being made for the state to 
pay half the expenses. 
Where 
consolidated 
schools

more than 300 students, the limit for­ 
merly fixed for consolidation, tak e 
in smaller districts and the average 
num ber of scholastics for unit of 
consolidation is less than 200, aid 
will be granted the same as if the 
scholastics totaled less than 300.
